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Continuation of 3. NOTE: The amendment cancels the previously examined claims and presents a new set of claims containing features 
which alter the original scope of the claims. Specifically, proposed new claim 15 requires a user-selectable transmit control containing 
settings for transmitting a dynamic avatar animation and a setting for transmitting a dynamic pure abstract animation. The claim further 
states the dynamic pure abstract animation is used so that a remote user is provided with an indication of the user's desire to 
communicate before the remote user establishes a two-way communication link with the user.
